WIDENED FOR TRAVEL 


War Department Has Project 
for Improving River for 
Vessels Between Haverhill 
and Newburyport. 


CHEAPER FREIGHTS 


Ultimate Design Is to Have 
Steamers Run to Boston 
and New York From. the 
Cities on the Stream. 


With the approval of a project by the 
war department to restore the channel 
in the Merrimac river from Haverhill to 
Newburyport to its original depth and 
Width the commerce on this river is ex- 
pected to increase, additional boat serv- 
ice between Boston and Haverhill and 
New York and Haverhill being predicted. 

For vears the war department has had 
before it agitation for the improvement 
of this river. A project is now under 
eonsideration in Washington to make it 
navigable from Lawrence to the sea. The 
report is from Lieut.-Col. Edward Burr, 
formerly local army engineer. 

A contract for the removal of boulders 
in the navigable channel below Haverhill 
has just been completed, costing the fed- 
eral government $5708. The heavy 
spring freshets cause a great deal of 
gravel to collect in the channel. It is 
planned to give it a width of 150 feet an 
depth of 7 feet for 141% miles. Eventu- 
ally a depth of 12 feet may be secured. 

Col. Frederic V. Abbot will soon enter 
into negotiations with contractors by 
public bidding to give the channel the 
necessary housecleaning. 

The greatest advantage of the channel 
is a low coal rate, the fact that there is 
water transportation causing a difference 
of 35 to 50 cents a ton in coal sold in 
Haverhill compared with that of places 
just a trifle further up the river beyond 
navigation. 

The Haverhill Steamboat Company is 
anxious to increase its business. If the 
war department sees fit to make exten- 
sive improvements in the river this com- 
pany is ready to build new boats in on 
effort to establish a large freight and 
passenger business between Haverhill and 
New York and Boston. 

There is now a steamer which runs 
from Haverhil] to New York and other 
ports, and so far it has met with success. 
Then a line of tugboats, controlled by 
the Merrimack River Towboat Company, 
plies up and down the stream. 

Recently delegates of the boards of 
trade in the Merrimack valley met at 
Salisbury beach and were unanimous in 
agreeing that something should be done 
Immediately. At that meeting it was 
voted to hold a big meeting in Lowel] 
In September and to this gathering the 
senators and representatives in the dis- 
tricts interested will be invited, Plans 
will then be laid for an aggressive cam- 
paign to be pushed to the limit,

The 
plans of the revolutionists are said to 
be known to President Davila.

BOSTON POLICE HEAD 
OUTLINES ilo POLICY. 
REGARDING COMMON 


+ 


Police Commissioner Stephen O'Meara 
today issued a public statement in which 
he reviews the situation in regard to the 


policing of Boston Common. He says 
that he did not approve ‘of the appoint- 
ment of three »spevial police offigers for 
the Common as requested by Mayor Fitz: 
gerald, for he considers that the ‘apeipint. 
ment is illegal, and bases his judgment 
upon information furnished to him by 
the civil service commission. He con 
siders that the establishment of an un- 
organized and unskilled force independ- 
ent of the regular police for is poor 
public policy, 

As his objections to the plan have not 
been overcome, he asserts, by Mayor 
Fitzgerald, he has not yet approved the 
appointment of such officers. All that 
has been done is to order the captairis 
of the various divisions to investigate 
and report to him, he says. 

The commissioner says in part: 

“If IT had written my name in ap- 
proval on three applications for the ap- 
pointment of men to act as police ollicerg 
under the control of the mayor, there 
would have been no public agitation 
concerning the common, ' 

“Il was fully aware that the easy way 
would’ have been to, become | officially 
responsible for those irresponsible men 
and for others whose names were sure 
to follow. I knew that my action might 
be seized upon as the basis of just snen 
an agitation as did actually arise; and 
that a generous and sensitive public, un- 
acquainted ‘with the-laws which restrict 
police action and the demands: from all 
parte of the city for police service, might 
bé deceived as to conditions on the, com- 
mon and as to the utility of assigning 
additional men to«duty there at the ex- 
pense of other places. I knew, also, that 
the source of the thovement was such as 
to make it probable thet an attempt 
would be made, as it haw be@n made; to 
turn my action to political account. 
Nevertheless, I did what seemed to. me 
to be my plain .duty, 

“For months I had received no com- 
plaints, oral or written, as to conditions 
on the Common. None had come to me 
through the mayor’s office before the 
receipt of the applications for police ap- 
pointments excepting two Yetters which 
were written to him after the news- 
papers had announced his plan of spe- 
cial police. These were forwarded to me 


oflice and presumably were all that up 
to that time he had received. Keports|* 
as to conditions and policing on the 
Common, the Public Garden and the im- 
mediate vicinity were called for Jy. me 
from the commanders of the three police 
divisions concerned, and I have. tlitm in 
writing. " 

“IT have not directed that more police- 
men shall or shall not be assigned to the 
Common. It is my duty to divide the 
number of patrolmen allowed to the de. 
partment by the mayor, whose authority 
under the law is final as to that point, 
among the sixteen police divisions, in ac- 
cordance with my judgment and the re- 
commendation of the superintendent and 
the division commanders. The apportion- 
ment among the divisions cannot be made 
on the basis of special appeals which 
come from all parts of the 40 aqjuare 
miles of territory and the 520 miles of 
streets for which the department is re- 
quired to care. The commanding officer 
of division 4, which includes the Common, 
have been familiar with it for a genera- 
tion, as patrolman, captain and deputy 
superintendent. He has always been 
free, as all other division commanders 
are, and he is still free to assign his men 
to the parts of the division in which he 
borane they are most needed for the

exercised any ‘sovereignty over the fish- 
ing grounds. 

Samuel J. Elder of Boston in his argu- 
ment took up the story of the 
fisheries, and the difficulties which arose 
from the year 1887 to 1909, and showed 
that there had been no dispute between 
the people of both’ countries until Sir 
Robert Bond attempted to force the 
United States to admit Newfoundland 
fish fresh, or manufactured, free of duty. 

He then took up the question of li- 
censes granted by’ the Canadian and 
Newfoundland authorities to Amercan 
fishermen and found no instances in the 
history of the fisheries where any dis- 
pute had arisen over any license. 

Upon the question of reciprocity Mr. 
Elder said: “The American fisherman has 
furnished employment to thousands of 
the inhabitanta, of Newfoundland and 
paid them thousands of dollars every 
year.’ 

Theyattack upon American fishermen 
began in 1902, when the Hay-Bond treaty 
failed in the Senate of ratification. 

Mr. Elder then took up the events 
which sueceeded the failure of this treaty 
and dealt with the Newfoundland acts 
of 1905 and 1906, 

These acts were passed by Sir Robert 
Bond in‘ an effort to coerce the United 
States into a treaty which would admit 
manufactured fish from Newfoundland 
free of duty. The acts provided for the 
seizure of American vessels, forbid New- 
foundlers and all British subjects from 
shipping on American vessels, and mak- 
ing the presence of herring or bait on 
board American boats in Newfoundland 
Waters prima facie evidence of a violation 
of these laws. 

These acts, Mr. Elder showed by the 
evidence, made it impussible for Ameri- 
cans to exercise the rights given them 
by treaty, and if they attempted to ex. 
ercise their rights they were prima facie 
guilty of a crime.

The presentation of 
these plays and tableaux will be the 
feature of the closing exercises at many 
of the schools. 

Singipg is a feature at all the schools, 
there being no better way to prepare 
for the work and play of the day than 
y 15 to 20 minutes devoted to song. 
Even this is made a source of study in 
some of the schools, as folk songs are 
taken up, and explanations given of their 
characteristics as typical of the nation 
that produced them, both in the wording 
and in the quality of the melodies,

Will Take Same Place in Dominion Parliament That Na- 


tionalist Party Occupies in British House — Passage 
of Naval Construction Measure Is Responsible. 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
OTTAWA, Ont.—During the last few 


davs the possibility of the formation of 
a “third party” in Canadian politics has 
become a decided probability—if not a 
certainty. 


The province of Quebec provides ata 


present the material for it and the name 
proposed is one already familiar to 
Britishers—that of the “Nationals.” Its 
avowed leaders are Henri Bourassa, F. 
DD. Monk (member of the federal Par- 
liament), Armand Lavergne, M, P. P. and 
Bruno Mantel, all representative men 
from the province of Quebec. 

As may be remembered the first hint 
of the formation of a distinct new party 
was given last winter during the dis- 
cussion of the government’s naval con- 
struction policy. Although the objectors 
to this policy included almost the en- 
tire Conservative party, as the final vote 
showed those now foremost in the for- 
mulation of a distinct party were the 
members whose views differed from both 
governmental and Conservative opinions 
regarding the navy. The important 
leaders, outside the Dominion Parlia- 
ment, are already well known political 
workers, particularly M. Bourassa, ed- 
{tor of the recently established French 
paper Le Devoir. : 

The events following prorogation of 


Parliament seem to indicate that these | 
men were in earnest in their minority | 


attitude toward Canada’s naval ques- 
tion, as it thas been with this as their 
main issue that they have gone so far 
as to claim for their position the im- 


portance attached to the word “party” 
and to name it as they have with the 
understanding that it will take the same 
place in the Dominion Parliament. that 
the Irish Nationalist party does in the 
British House. 

During the last fortnight meetings 


phave been held in various parts of the 


province of Quebec with such large and 


sympathetic audiences attending them | 


that the leaders of the movement con- 
sider their opinions are not confined to 
the few who have been foremost in de- 
claring them. 

A series of declarations were adopted 
during one of the largest meetings held 
at St. Eustache, which after declaring 
continuous loyalty to his majesty King 
George V., proceed to state their objec- 
tions to the action of the Canadian gov- 
ernment in its institution of a colonial 
navy, which will be considered a part 
of the imperial naval defense, should the 
Parliament of Canada so decree, during 
any war within the empire. 

Without representation in the British 
Parliament the new “Nationalists” con- 
sider ‘this pledging of the colonial navy 
to be against their conception of the 
self-government hitherto granted to the 
colonies. 

Acknowledging the right of the ma- 
jority to decide upon all questions, how- 
ever, they.contend that this question 
should have gone before the people to 
ascertain what is the opinion of the ma- 
jority, instead of its having been settled 
by Parliament before representatives 
could -have any opportunity of gauging 
the feeling of their constituencies.

INTERNATIONAL MAP 
QUESTION WILL COME 
~ UP AT CONFERENCE 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
BUENOS AIRES—One of the great 


international projects in which it is the 


hope of the United States authorities 
that the South American states repre- 
sented at the Pan-American conference 
will participate is the great international 
map, known as “the millionth map,” 


which is intended to become the stand- 
| ard international map of the world. The 
engagement to produce this great work, 
on a scale of 1 té 1,800,000, was entered 
into at an international conference called 
by the British government, which was 
| participated in by Great Britain, the 
United States, France, German}, Russia, 
Austria-Hungary, Haly and Spain. Can- 
ada and Australia were also represented 
and Saxony sent a special delegate. 
Mexico and the Central and South 
American states were not represented at 
this conference, which was* held in Lon- 
don last autumn. So while France, Ger- 
many, Great Britain and Russia agreed 
to prepare the map of Europe, - Asia, 
Africa and Australia, and Canada and 
the United States agreed to prepare a 
map of their respective territories, every- 
thing on the American continent south 
of the United States was unprovided for. 
The delegates ‘from the United States 
agreed, however, to represent to thelr 
government the desirability of calling 
the attention of the sister republics of 
this continent to the plan, and of trying 
to induce their cooperation. bas 
The map is to be compiled from origi- 
nal sourees and according to‘ the latest 
data. It is planned according to a sys- 
tem uniform for all thé nations, and the 
symbolism, by which the physical and 
other features will be represeimted, will 
be intelligible to all nationalites, regard. 
less of the nationality of the carfogra- 
pher of a particular section. , 
There are to be 2640 sheets, each com- 
prising six degrees of longitude and four 
of latitude. The one hundred and eigh- 
tieth meridian is to be the initial meri- 
dian and the initial parallel is the 
equator. The metric fgeale is to have 
the preference, although it is to be per- 
missible to add altitug@gs and distances in 
other units. The maps may also carry 
figures referring to other meridians than 
that of Greenwich. The sheets are to be 
30 by 20 inches, representing six degrees 
of longitude and four of latitude at the 
equator, this size having been accepted 
as most convenient for the shects of 
the entire map.

McLoughlin made his first appearance 
in the East last year, taking part in the 
national championships at Newport and 
the intercollegiate championships later. 
He was also one of the American team 
that went to Australia in quest of the 
Davis challenge trophy. At Newport he 

was defeated in the semi-final round by 
W. J. Clothier, who lost to Larned in the 
final round. In the intercollegiate cham- 
pionships he was defeated in the final 
round by W. F. Johnson, ‘he player he 
so easily defeated in the final round at 
Longwood Satitrday. In Australia he 
was handily defeated by both Brooks and 
Wilding. 

That there has been a great improve- 
ment in his playing during the past year 
is very apparent, but as yet it has been 
impossible to say just how much he has 
improved, as he has not been pushed to 
his limit. It is his match with Larned 
this afternoon that will show just what 
he can do, as in Larned he will meet 
‘the country’s best. 

Although there are few of the eastern 
followers of the game who expect him 
to triumph over the present champion 
this year, they are pretty well agreed 
that he is the coming champion. He is 
the most aggressive player that has 
been seen on eastern courts in some time. 
His strokes are powerfully played and 
he relies greatly on his speed and hard 
smashing to win his games, and not on 
his opponent’s errors. Johnson was de- 
cidedly off his game Saturday, and Mc- 
Loughlin had little more than a practise 
match, taking advantage of his big lead 
to try strokes which he would never 
play in a close match. 

Larned is hardly in the best of condi- 
tion at the present time; but those who 
remember the kind of game he played 
at Longwood a year ago when even 
in poorer condition than he is today, 
believe that he will be able successfully 
to defend his trophy, and thus become 
permament owner of it. As McLough- 
lin will play in the championship tourney 
at Newport next month, this match will 
also give a line on Larned’s chances of 
defending his title at that time.

MANCHESTER, Mass.—With a fair 
racing breeze blowing from the south, 
and veering a little toward the west 
near the shore, the Massachusetts, repre- 
senting the Manchester Yacht Club, the 
defenders of the trophy, and the St. Law- 
rence, representing the Royal St, Law- 
rence Yacht Club of Montreal, the chal- 
lengers, started at 1:30 this afternoon 
on the first of the series of races for 
the Seav&anhaka-Corinthian tréphy.

The Seawanhaka cup, after its success- 
ful defence in 1895 by the Ethelwynn 
against the Spruce 1V. of England, was 
carried up to Lake St. Louis the follow- 
ing yeat by the Glencairn, and for eight 
successive years England and America 
tried in vain to lift the cup, until the 
Manchester Yacht Club’s boat, the Man- 
chester, brought the trophy back to Am- 
erica in 190. 

This year the Canadians have sent 
down an exceedingly fast boat in the 21- 
rater, the St. Lawrence, designed by 
William Newman. The defender, the 
Massachusetts, comes from the hands of 
E. A. Boardman. The races will be the 
best three out of five, and the yachts will 
sail three times around the triangulur 
course today. 

The two yachts were measured and the 
crews weighed in Sunday. Both yachts 
and crews were found to conform to the 
rule, although the American crew is 
42 pounds heavier than the Canadians.

On ac- 
count of the angle of its face, between 
that of a cleek and a mashie, the mid- 
iron is not only susceptible Yor use in 
securing goodly distances, but very 
effective for getting the ball up from the 
grass for pitch and run shots, and for 
putting on rough greens.

HENRY W. DENISON. 


For 30 years this American has served 
the Mikado and his ministers. 


The fact that Henry W. Denison, a 
former resident of New Hampshire, who 
represented Japan at the Hague con- 
ference makes a biographical sketch of 
the noted diplomat extremely interesting. 
He is the son of John P. and Mary S&S. 
(Cooper) Denison, wag born May 11, 
1846, in Guildhall, Vermont. He worked 
on attended the common 
schools, and also the academy at. Lan- 
caster on the removal of the family to 
New Hampshire. As a schoolboy he 


the farm, 


gave no evidence of future greatness, 


leading the life of the common school- 
boy in games, pastimes and frolics. 

When about fifteen years old he en- 
tered the printing office of the Coos 
Republican, where he served hid time, 
and afterward worked a brief time in 
Philadelphia as a compositor. At this 
time Charles A, Dana was assistant sec- 
retary of war. Dana and Denison’s 
father were cousins, and Dana had spent 
a season during his college days at the 
Denison homestead; and when young 
Denison, becoming tired of his occupa- 
tion in Philadelphia, wrote Dana in 
Washington for a job, he received this 
reply: ; 

“Come on at once; no son of John P. 
Denison shall want for a position here 
if I can secure it for him.” 

On reaching Washington he entered 
the treasury department at once. While 
a government clerk he read law by night 
until he fitted for practise and was ad- 
mitted to the bar. 

In the fall of 1868 young Denison re- 
ceived the appointment of deputy mar- 
shal at the consular court at Yokohama, 
Japan, and in 1872 was made consul at 
the port, and at the expiration of his 
conswiship, about 1876, upon the recom- 
mendation of the Hon. John A. Bingham, 
United States minister to Japan, was 
adinitted to practise befere the courts 
of that country. During the term of 
his practise he returned to this country 
and married Miss Nellie E. Cross, of 
Lancaster, N. H., and soon thereafter 
returned to Japan, where after a lucra- 
tive practise of four years, he was called 
by the Emperor to thie office of legal ad- 
visor to the foreign office. 

By some it is assumed thht his suc- 
Cess in settling a suit against the gov- 
ernment regarding a mining claim was 
the reason for his being called soon 
thereafter to this position. This office 
be has held since May 1, 1880, and though 
he has four times tendered his resigna- 
tion it has been refused each time, He 
ig now serving the Emperor as represen- 
tative to The Hague conference for the 
second term, having nleo a No- 
vember, 1905, his sixth appointment as 
legal advisor of the foreign office, 


He has been influential in directing 
the foreign policy of Japan for more 
than a quarter of a century, and to his 
efforta the wonderful progress of the 


nation is more due than to any other|* 


man. He is one of the best authorities 
on international law of any living man 
today. He has received first-class dee- 
orations of all the orders whieh the 
Japanese government can confer, and 
has refused three decorations ‘tendered 
him by foreign governments, 

The man and the influence he exerts is 
best given by an English correapondent 
of a London journal, made at the close 
of the Portsmouth conference: “He is a 
modest man, this Denison, one who has 
always kept himself in the background, 
and his work for a quarter of a century 
is merged,\ unidentified, in the general 
Socmalichabiint of the government which 
he serves. Denison prefers the satis- 
faction that comes from work well done, 
rather than the praise of the world, He 
lives quietly in one of the smafler official 
residences in Tokio, almost a recluse, 
gave to his most intimate friends, to 
whom he is said to bring a charming 
simplicity of manner, a splendid meas- 
ure of warmth and geniality and a fund 
of wit and humor. 

“It is difficult to single out the par- 
ticular achievements of this wonderful, 
silent, reserved man, who stands for- 
ever in the background, but there has 
not been an important office for 20 
years in which he has not been con- 
sulted.”

He is as gentle as a child, but very re- 
served and circumspect in his intercourse 
with strangers. 

A letter received from Mr. Denison in 
Lancaster this week and dated Tokio, 
July 3, 1910, says: 

“As for me, it is very difficult to say 
anything very definite. In a general way 
I have agreed to remain here some time 
longer. I am to have a good long leave 
when it is convenient to get away. If 


that time ever comes you may expect to, 
see me back in good old Lancaster again.”

THREE OF AMERICA'S 
ICH MEN MAY GAIN 
~ FAME OF PATRIOTS 


NEW YORK—The statement made in 
this city by Rudolph Spre¢kels, the re- 
former who backed Francis J. Heney in 
cleaning up San Francisco and who is 
now on his way home from a brief tour 


abroad, that “there are three financiers 
of this country who aré seeking to con- 
trol the entire United States” is today 
widespread comment. Mr. 
Epreckels would not divulge their names. 

“I know what it is to have financial 
power,” said Mr. Spreckels. “I am a 
corporation man, a financier, and I am 
thoroughly able to understand how the 
thirst for power may grow upon a man 
with money. I have made a study of 
the whole financial problem of this coun- 
try, and I can say without hesitation, 
as a corporation man, that the people of 
the United States give more and do more 
for the corporations than the corpora- 
tions do for them. 

“Every man high up in the financial 
affairs of this nation should have the 
country itself at heart. The country 
should be his first consideration. We 
oWe something very large to posterity. 
We should not bring children into the 
world and then create for them a state of 
affairs akin to revolution. This is what 
three men are doing in this nation today. 
History is full of the names of men of 
wealth who have done great things for 
the people in their time, and their names 
have not been handed down to posterity 
by the erection of libraries. 

“Twenty years ago I could name 25 
men who practically represented the 
financial interests of this country. To- 
day we have only three. It is this dan- 
gerous concentration of wealth that has 
frightened European investors. They 
know over on the other side that three 
men can do anything they want with 
the securities of this country, and they 
are afraid of this concentration of power. 

“I don’t believe the three men whom 
I have in mind are wholly bad. One of 
them, reputed to be the cleverest, is not 
as rich as he is reported to be. Much 
of his manipulation is done on fictitious 
values and does not represent so much 
cash as one would suppose. 

“These men are surrounded by a 
‘great swarm of farasites, who keep 
from them all ideas of patriotism and 
duty. Any one who tgies to show these 
three great ones wherein they are 
wrong is thrown out by‘, the parasites 
and called a crank. % 

“My work of bringing about a na- 
tional organization to fight the concen- 
tration of wealth is gaining ground 
rapidly. I am constantly in receipt of 
letters from wealthy men and poor men 
who are with me heart and soul. I 
often meet wealthy men who have the 
nation at heart and who believe as I do. 
My plans are growing stronger by the 
hour. I shall return to New York in 
October and will then be able to give 
some details of the work I have on hand.

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protection of persons and property. But 
no more men can be assigned to his divi- 
sion without injustice to other sections of 
the city, and he will not be instructed to 
make assigniments of his men contrary to 
his own judgment. This is not an ex- 
pedient for present purposes; it is the es- 
tablished procedure of the department 
laid down specifically in the rules. 

“The common and the public garden, 
the latter in division 16, are divided 
into four routes which require 12 pa- 
trolmen for the three tours of duty in 


each 24 hours. In addition, two ser- 


geants visit the routes on each tour, in- 


spectors from headquarters are often 
there and two patrolmen in plain clothes 
patrol the common at intervals. From 
6 p. m. to 1 a. m. another patrolman is 
on permanent post at the corner of Tre- 
mont and Boylston streets, and during 
the greater part of the same period two 
patrolmen, one in uniform and one in 
plain clothes, are stationed on the Tre- 
mont street side of the common for the 
regilation of automobiles. The parts of 
Tremont,. Boylston, Arlington and Bea- 
con streets surrounding the common and 
the public garden are on 12 days and 
night police routes, and in addition there 
are in streets bounding the common and 
public garden eight crossing policemen 
who are at their posts from 8 a. m. to 6 
p.m. Independent of all irregular visits 
of policemen and of all policemen in the 
surrvunding streets the number of men 
required for the regular routes on the 
common and the public garden is five 
times greater than the size of the terri- 
tory would justify, if that were the only 
consideration, and of course it is not. It 
would require a force of more than 5000 
men to police the whole city as well, and 
the number of patrolmen actually pres- 
ent for duty in each 24 hours will hardly 
average 1150. 

“Such is the police arrangement for the 
enforcement of the laws; but neither 
that nor any other arrangement can 
eliminate conduct, however offensive, 
which is not in violation of law. The 
steady purpose of this department is that 
policemen above all persons shall respect 
the law; and if the time ever comes 
when by order or encouragement from 
their superiors or in response to special 
agitation the police assume authority 


which the law does not give to them and | 


thus themselves become law-breakers, 
the people of Boston will be the suf- 
ferers. Boston newspapers as well as 
those in New York are constantly prais- 
ing Mayor Gaynor of that city for his

With the skirts that live a center 
seam in front and that are eut to hang 
straight from a line three or four 
inches above the top of the waist, there 
is a pad attachment just in front,

SOME TRIED RECIPES, 
BEEF A LA MODE, 

Order three to five pounds of round 
beef and have the butcher skewer it and 
tie the roll with stout twine. Make five 
or six incisions and stuff them with 
fragments of salt pork. Then. put the 
meat in the vessel in which it is to be 
cooked, add salt, six peppercorns, two 
bay leaves, a little mace and two Ber- 
muda onions. Pour over all two table- 
spoonsfuls of cider-vinegar, cover the ves- 
sel and let it stand over night in a cold 
place. This is done to permit the sea- 
soning to permeate the meat. It must 
be cooked pot roast fashion —that is, 
without water, so pour off the juice 
that has drawn during the night and 
Start the roasting with a piece of suet. 
When this shows signs of cooking away, 
put in more suet and add the juice little 
by little after the meat has been 
browned on both sides. Simmer very 
slowly until the meat is tender and then 
allow it to get cold in such juice ag re- 
mains. Hominy, boiled very dry, goes 
very well with this meat, which is far 
more delicious cold than hot. 

CREAM OF SPINACH SOUP. 

Two quarts spinach, small] onion, but- 
ter size of egg, pint of milk, salt, pep- 
per, paprika. Thoroughly wash and pick 
apart the spinach. Put to boil in two 
cupfuls of water, with the onion cut up 
in three or four thick slices.

Preserving Brooms 


With the increased cost of brooms, the 
thrifty housewife wishes to preserve 
their usefulness as long as possible.

A broom, when not in use, should 
always be hung up. Cut a groove around 
the handle and tie a cord around it, 
leaving a loop for hanging.

Bears Attack the New York 
Market Early and Consid- 
erable Liquidation Takes 
Place Throughout the List. 


LOCALS ARE HEAVY 


New York had a very weak opening 
this morning, stocks generally selling off 
good fractions as compared with Satur- 
day’s closing figures. There were no 
market influences to account for the fur- 
ther decline, except the apprehension of 
unfavorable crop yields. The government 
report to be issued Aug. 8 will determine 
very largely the actual condition of the 
crops, and it is awaited with much eager- 
neas, Taking the crops as a_ whole 
_ throughout the country, the situation 
fs satisfactory. Much attention is being 
paid to corn just now, a very large yield 
being generally expected. Meantime the 
uncertainty allows all kinds of bearish 
rumors and bearish tactics. 

Atchison, St. Paul, Rock Island, South- 
ern Pacific and other grain carrying rail- 
roads were under special pressure dur- 


ing the first sales. Rending also was 
attacked and forced down under 136, 
The local market was off fractionally in 
sympathy with New York. A slight 
rally occurred at the end of the first 
half hour. 

Price movements during the first half 
of today’s session showed much irregu- 
larity. The covering of shorts sent quo- 
tations higher for a time and the higher 
level induced further selling. This was 
followed by another downward move- 
ment, and this erratic tenacacy was 
manifest in nearly every issue. Union 
Pacific opened off % at 157, improved to 
157%, sold off to 155% and again ad- 
vanced about a point. Reading opened 
o. ¥% at 136, improved to 135%, declined 
to 135%, advanced to 137 and again 
declined to 135% betore midday and then 
advanced once more. 

Atchison opened off %@94% and after 
receding fractjonally sold up to 86%. 
Then it declined to 94% and again ad- 
vanced a good fraction. St. Paul opened 
¥% lower than Saturday’s closing price 
at 119%. It receded to 119%, advanced 
to 120% and then lost most of the gain. 
U.S. Steel was off 3% at the opening at 
65%. It improved to 65% and then sold 
off to 64%, before again rallying. Amal- 
gamated Copper opened off % at 58% 
and advanced about a point before again 
receding. The equipment stocks were 
very weak, particularly American Loco- 
motive. 

There was little business on the local 
exchange and prices refused to harden 
to any extent. Lake Copper opened off 
% at 33, advanced % and then lost the 
gain. Indiana opened off % at 11 and 
continued to recede fractionally. North 
Butte opened off % at 23% and then 
dropped the fraction. 

A drop in Hide and Leather preferred 
of 4 points to 23 was a feature of the 
afternoon trading in New York. Ameri- 
can smelting sold down to 644, and then 
recovered a point. Union Pacific ad- 
vanced to 158% and then sold off. At 
the beginning of the last hour the market 
was very unsteady.

NEW YORK—Although International 
Harvester since Jan. 1 has witnessed a 
period of prosperity its showing in earn- 
ings would have been better had more 
favorable crop conditions prevailed dur- 
ing the past two months. What has been 
lost in this country will be offset largely 
by Canadian and foreign sales. 

Foreign sales for the current year are 
expected to show a large increase over 
1909, when they aggregated $28,134,375, 
the largest since organization. If for- 
eign crops do not deteriorate extensively 
during t@ remainder of this year, sales 
in that territory will total close to $36,- 
000,000. 

Total gross sales should be not far 
from the $90,000,000 mark. Last year 
domestic sales were increased 20 per cent 
and foreign sales 13 per cent over the 
1908 fiscal year. This year an increase 
of an additional 20 per cent in domestic 
sales would seem unlikely, but increase 
in foreign sales will make this up to a 
large extent. 

On gross sales of $90,000,000 there 
would remain for the $80,000,000 com- 
mon stock a balance of approximately 
$11,800,000, or over 20 per cent. De- 
ducting $3,200,000 as a 4 per cent divi- 
dend on the common, there would re- 
main a surplus of $8,600,000. At the 
common dividend declaration of $20,000,- 
000 last January Harvester had a total 
surplus of $27,384,729, which left $7,384,- 
729 net for that eccount after the dec- 
laration. Adding previous surplus of $7,- 

~ 384,729 to estimated amount at close of 
this year would give total surplus of 
nearly $16,000,000 on Dec. 31 next. 

It is pointed out that as the company 
is now earning over 20 per cent for its 
common stock and paying only 4 per 
cent, something in the way of increased 
disbursements should be forthcoming in 
the near future. When the initial divi- 
dend was declared on the common it was 
4 per cent flat for the entire year of 
1910, so that it would seem any addi- 
tional disbursements would have to come 
in the form of extra dividends. 

Harvester difectors are not going to 
adopt the policy of Standard Oil in 
building up an enormous surplus. It is

isafe to say that common shareholders 
will benefit in increased disbursements or 
stock dividends as soon as surplus ac- 
count reaches large proportions, This 
statement is based on January’s com- 
mon stock dividend of $20,000,000 when 
surplus account stood at $27,381,729. 
The net liquid assets, appraised value 
of real estate, capital additions and plant 
property give the common stock an 
equity of nearly $125 a share, after al- 
lowing $100 a share for the preferred.

FINANCIAL NOTES 


The Pacific Mills on Saturday shut 
down its Lawrence and Dover plants for 
a week. The mills employ about 7000 
operators. 

The inheritance tax paid on the es- 
tate of E. H. Harriman was $675,000, in- 
dicating a total value of $71,053,377. Few 
of the friends of the family had thought 
it would fall below $80,000,000. 

The Australian sheep flock is estimated 
to be worth $323,202,000, with the annual 
output in wool and meat products equal 
to 75 per cent of the total value.

The total value of hosiery and knit

GUARANTEEING 
COTTON BILLS 


NEW YORK—Respecting the position 
by a committee of European bankers in- 
sisting on a guaranteed bill of lading for 
cotton drafts, a prominent member of the 
New York cotton exchange says: “It 


will be long before they get all that they 
ask. The foreign spinners or importers 
who are customers of the banks will 
have the cotton, and they have been 
getting it heretofore on the old-fashioned 
bill of lading with comparatively little 
loss until last year.” 

One of the principal national banks, 
which handles cotton bills in large quan- 
tities, has sent its foreign exchange 
representatives to Europe to participate 
in effecting arrangements satisfactory 
to bankers here and abroad. Subject to 
guaranteeing the actua] possession of the 
cotton by the .carrier, the question is 
largely one between mternational bank- 
ers, as it now stands.

Missouri by $795,684, Nebraska by $862,- 
318, and Kansas by $752,804. | 

Compared with a year ago each of | 
these 17 states except Nébraska increase “dd | 
loans. [Illinois shows an increase of 
over $18,000,000 and Ohio of over $16.- | 
000,000. | 

Of eastern and southern states only | 
Mississippi reported a decrease. In the | 
whole country only nine states have 
drawn their loans down from March 29, 
1910. 

The reserve cities present a _ better 
showing. The three central reserve cities, 
New York, Chicago and St. Louis, all re- 
reported decreases, New York’s amount. 
ing to $32,023,299, St. Louis to $10,861,- 
701 and Chicago to $11,342,723. 

In the eastern reserve cities Boston, 
Albany and Philadelphia showed smaller 
loans. In the South and middle West 
cities decreases were general. Of 22 re- 
serve cities, only seven reported in- 
creases. 

Salt Lake City is the only city in the 
Pacific coast section that showed a de- 
crease. Seattle reported an increase of 
almost $9,000,000 and San Francisco of 
over $3,000,000. 

Loans of all national banks June 30 
were $5,430,159,186, against $5,432,093,- 
000 on March 29,1910, a decrease of $1.- 
934,008. Compared with June 23, 1909, 
however, there is an increase of almost 
$400,000,000. It is little wonder that the 
per cent. reserve decreased in that period 
1.15 per cent. 


POSTAL SAVINGS 
BANK PROBLEM 


WASHINGTON—Fully 600 national 
and state banks and trust companies 
have applied to be designated as postal 
savings depositaries. Every state 
represented and even Porto Rico. It will 
not be until late in the fall, perhaps not 
until the beginning of next year, that the 
new institutions are given their first 
trial, and then only in an experimental! 
way in a few cities.

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Berlin's Telescope for 
Use of People 


The fillip given to astronomy by the 
recent disappointing visit of Halley's 
comet has been taken advantage of by 
the head of the Treptow observatory, 
near Berlin, permanently to popularize 
the science among the masses, says the 
Dundee Advertiser, In the open air hie 
has had erected what is claimed to be 
the largest telescope in the world, and 
ull and sundry—tunder proper supervision, 
of course—can freely avail of it to view 
the spacious firmament. The length of 
the instrument is 70 feet, which is eight 
feet more than the magnificent equa- 
torial refractor of the Yerkes observa- 
tory, at Williams Bay, Wis.; but, 
as the lens is only 17 = inches 
in diameger, its claim to be the largest 
in the world is untenable, for the diam- 
eter of the glass or mirrors is the decid- 
ing factor in estimating tho bigness of a 
telescope, By this test the Yerkes tel- 
escope, with a 40-inch object glass, is 
well in front of that at Treptow, and 
several others also exceed it. Two of 
the Greenwich glasses exceed 27 inches. 


Speaking With Tongues 


There is some discussion in France of a 
new requirement for presidents of that 
republic, Perhaps this is a direct effect 
of the recent visitation of our own for- 
mer President, who had so many inter- 
esting things to say to the French 
people. The proposed requirement is 
that no man shall become President of 
France who has not a fluent acquaintance 
with both English and German. It is 
said that not one president on record 
has ever had that qualification. An 
English paper commenting thereon re- 
marks that kings are born to their task 
and are naturally trained from the bhe- 
ginning to be double or several tongued, 
while of no man can it actually be af- 
firmed: from his first school days that 
he will fill the presidential chair—save by 
the fond hopes of his family circle, 

It would be interesting: to know how 
many of our own presidents were capable 
of fluency in another language than Eng- 
lish, Mr. Roosevelt's efficiency in this 
regard we all know, and there no doubt 
have been others; but the need for 
speaking foreign languages is not so im- 
perative among us as yet, as our rela- 
tions with foreign powers are not very 
intricate, Perhaps our requirement in 
this direction would rather be for a 
President who can spenk Japanese or 
some of the many dialects of China.

The First Lighthouse for | 
Aerial Navigation 


For several months there has heen 
keen discussion in Germany regarding 
the best méthods for enabling aerial 
travelers to establish with certainty 
their losation after nightfall and in fog: 
gy weather, Numerous plans have been 
proposed for a systematic network of 
signal stations to cover the entire em- | 
pire. An initial step has already been) 
taken at the town of Spandau in Prus- | 
sia, where an aerial lighthouse is now in| 
full.activity. The necessity of such a 
construction has been felt, more partic- 
ularly at this point, where the experi- 
of the German war office with 
aerial craft are largely conducted and 
nocturnal flights are increasingly fre 
quent. 

This pioneer beacon for aerial guid- 
ance is comparatively siniple in its con- 
struction. It consists of an elevated 
support on which rests in a horizontal 
position a wooden ring of considerable 
diameter; 38 powerful incandescent 
electric lights are placed at equal dis- 
tances about the circumference, and 
there is an automati¢ arrangement for 
interrupting the current at regular inter- 
vals for a short period. } 

The location of Spandau is thus clear- 
ly indicated to a traveler passing over 
the place by a large, Juminous circle al- 
ternately disappearing and reappearing. 
While this device answers admirably for 
the needs of aeronauts during the night, | 
it is of little or no use when fog pre- | 
vails at any time, For such contingen- 
cies it will be necessary to install a siren 
or similar apparatus.—Consular and 
Trade Reports.
